With Deadline 72 Hours Away, 


Cooling Started On Furnaces 


NEW YORK (AP) — The nation's major steel com- 


panies and the big United Steelworkers Union Wednes- 
day night rejected each other's proposals to stave off a 
Saturday midnight strike in the key. 650,000-man in- 
dustry.. 
Wage contract talks were to continue, however, as the 


negotiations entered the critical stage with the strike 
deadline only 72 hours away. 


Some steel companies said they 


were starting tonight tc cool their 
huge furnaces to prevent damage 
to the equipment. 


Both sides tossed the strike post- 


ponement issue back and forth like 
* hot potato. Three formal letters 
passed between, company and un- 
ion leaders.,,. 


Finally, shortly before 
mid- 


night, Wednesday, the union issued 
a fourth statement calling on indus- 
try leaders to "negotiate tomorrow

ponement of the strike to avoid 
shutting down the furnaces and to 
permit continued negotiations.

District are increased more than 
$5,000,000, the additional mill levy 
will be under four mills; and if the 
valuations are below the estimated 
ncrease, the levy will rise more 
than four mills. 


The funds, which resulted in the 


six-million-dollar total request, are 
the general fund, for support of 
schools and 
running 
expenses, 


$5,021,600.78; building fund,

modeling, $145,667.30; bond sink- 
ing fund, for the payment of bonds, 
$741,223.23, and the bond interest 
fund, for the payment of interest, 
$243,348.60. 


$100 More Pay 


The largest increases on the 


budget were $100 per step for 
teacher salaries -and Social Secur- 
ity withholding which amounts to 
$102,399.06. Collection commissions

He told reporters he was "very 


ranch tempted" to say -whether he 
thought Khrushchev's leadership 
was endangered but that "I had 
better contain myself." 


Even as Dulles spoke, news 


dispatches 
told of a sensation 


created in Moscow by the publica- 
tion in Pravda of implied criticism 
of Khrushchev and other Russian 
leaders. The Communist party 
paper gave much space to an ar- 
ticle by Eugene Dennis, secretary 
of the U. S. Communist party, 
asking what present Soviet lead- 
ers did, if anything, to halt the 
excesses of Stalin. 


'Courage' 


Dennis took some of the sting 


out of the critical question by 
praising the present Moscow re- 
gime as one of "courage, honesty, 
assurance and collective spirit." 


Just why Pravda decided to 


publish the article was not clear. 
Moscow dispatches said the de- 
cisions obviously was, taken at the 
highest party level and that publi- 
cation was evidently authorized 
by Khrushchev himself. 


Dulles -said international com- 


munism is in a state of perplexity 
and at internal odds "because cer- 
tain basic truths have caught up 
with it." 


Because of unity in the free 


world, he said, communism has 
not been able to conquer any more 
countries in recent years — and 
"with the lack of victories, there 
is revolt against the harsh dis- 
cipline exemplified by Stalin." 


'Preconceived' 


Dulles rejected any idea that 


criticism of current Soviet leader- 
ship by Italian, British and Ameri- 
can Communist party figures was 
a "preconceived plan" aimed at 
fooling the Western world. 


Foreign 
Communists' demands 


to know why such excesses were 
permitted under Stalin's regime 
are "quite conclusive" evidence, 
Dulles said, that there is "not a 
prearranged pattern in this matter 
at all." 


"I think the statements issued 


by the various Communist par- 
ties," he added, "show1 a very 
high state of dissatisfaction with 
the present leadership of the Com- 
munist party as exemplified by 
the Soviet Communist party." 


Foreign 
Communists are de- 


manding from all quarters, he 
said, that international commu- 
nism from now on be "more 
broadly based to prevent such 
concentrations of power and pro- 
vision for terrorism tt existed dur- 
ing the Stalin era.",

ATLANTIC CITY ? - The 48th 
annual Governors’ Conference de­ 
clined Wednesday in a row over 
federal aid to endorse the program 
of President Eisenhower's White 
House conference on education. 
In a stormy windup session be­ 
hind closed doors, the governors 
also rapped the Supreme Court’s 
decision on state anti-sedition laws. 
This involved a flurry ot debate 
over segregation. 
The governors also eased Dem­ 
ocratic Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
of Michigan off 
their 
executive 
committee, of which he has been a 
member four times, and out of 
any chance for th e conference 
chairmanship. 
Instead, the c h i e f executives 
named Gov. Thomas B. Stanley of 
Virginia, a Democrat whose po­ 
litical views are far removed from 
those cf Williams, as their chair­ 
man. The understanding was that 
next year's meetuig will go to Wil­ 
liamsburg, Va. 
Tabled 
In what was described as a high 
acrimonious session, the governors 
tabled a proposal to endorse not 
only the White House conference 
report on education but the Eisen­ 
hower-sponsored study of higher 
education. 
The White House report recom­ 
mended federal aid only for states 
which it said must have such help. 
Gov. Leo A. Hoegh of Iowa called 
for unanimous support by the gov­ 
ernors for the proposal. 
But Republican Gov. J. Bracken 
, Lee of Utah said he moved in the 
1 closed session to amend the reso­ 
lution to bar all federal 
a id to 
schools. Democratic Gov. Ernest 
W. McFarland of Arizona moved 
to kill Lee's amendment and won 
his point when Lee got only 
14 
votes. But Lee in turn moved to 
kill the resolution itself. 
When there was a 20-20 tie vote, 
sponsors of the resolution gave up 
because conference rules require 
a vote of 36 governors for adop­ 
tion of any proposal.

WASHINGTON (INS) — A B-29 


pilot said Wednesday his own "na- 
tural stubbornness" and a "blind 
faith" in America helped him to 
endure 14 months of physical and 
mental torture by the Reds in Kor- 
ea without admitting false germ 
warfare charges. 


Capt. Thewiore Harris, who re- 


• ceived the Bronze Star for his re- 


fusal to knuckle under to his cap- 
tors despite severe pressure, re- 
lated his story to the Senate In- 
vestigations subcommittee. 


Appearing as a w i t n e s s in a 


study of Communist "brainwash- 
ing" tactics, he credited his own 
heroism to "natural stubborness" 
and said "more thorough knowl- 
edge of Communism" would have 
helped even more. 


Harris, a native of Los Angeles 


and now an instructor at the Air 
Force Survival Training School 
near Reno, Nev., testified in de- 
tail on Communist interrogation 
methods. 


Brutality 


As part of the "pattern" aimed 


at extorting a germ warfare con- 
fession from him, he said, he was 
kept in solitary qonfinement during 
his entire imprisonment, subjected 
to filth, degradation, brutality and 
constant questioning. 


Severe burns he suffered when 


his p l a n e was shot down over 
North Korea in 1952 were inade- 
quately treated, he said, and his 
food sometimes was so bad that 
»ot even stray dogs would eat it. 


On one occasion, Harris testi- 


fied, he was forced to dig his own 
grave and then face * firing squad 
which pulled triggers on unloaded 
rifles while a Communist interro- 
gator "rolled on the ground w i t h 
laughter." 


Harris said: "I decided if I was 


going to return at all, I would re- 
turn with self-respect. If I couldn't 
come back that way, I wouldn't 


. come back because that was very 


important."

A "blind faith" in the American 


way of life also helped, he added. 


Harris said he carried his stub- 


borness to the point of refusing re- 
patriation unless the Communists 
erased his name from an unsigned 
germ warfare ' confession attribut- 
ed to his crew. Fin.-.lly, he said, his 
guards overpowered h i m and

hands.

WASHINGTON fINS) — A B-29 
pilot said Wednesday his own “na­ 
tu ral stu bbornness’’ and a “blind 
faith” in America helped him to 
endu re 14 months of physical and 
mental tortu re by the Reds in Kor­ 
ea withou t admitting false germ 
warfare charges. 
Capt. Theodore Harris, who re­ 
ceived the Bronze Star for his re­ 
fu sal to knu ckle u nder to his cap­ 
tors despite severe pressu re, re­ 
lated his story to the Senate In­ 
vestigations su bcommittee. 
Appearing as a w i t n e s s in a 
stu dy of Commu nist “brainwash­ 
ing” tactics, he credited bis own 
heroism to “natu ral stu bborness” 
and said “more thorou gh knowl­ 
edge of Commu nism” wou ld have 
helped even more. 
Harris, a native of Los Angeles 
and now an instru ctor at the Air

near Reno, Nev., testified in de­ 
tail on Commu nist interrogation 
methods.

A Cool Answer 


It is regrettable that President Eisenhower's

Pressure Is Off 


The Justice Department acted promptly on the 


recent Supreme Court ruling against applica- 
tion of security restrictions on non-sensitive gov- 
ernment jobs. 
The department has not only 


ceased to apply the program there but has or- 
dered the restoration of 17 persons suspended 
previously. 


The government's security program, aimed at 


defending against subversion, has lacked a great 
deal. 
Its worst feature was the sanctions it 


brought agains public employes who by no 
stretch of imagination could have effected sub- 
version through their jobs for the reason their 
jobs were not connected with sensitive tasks. It 
is well that such employes have been freed of 
concern for the threat to livelihood where there 
is no opportunity to do wrong ceases to be an act 
for security but a dangerous temptation for 
thought control by one of the most effective of 
weapons.

WASHINGTON — Quite a few 


diplomatic cables were exchanged 
across the Atlantic before the State 
Department was able to sidetrack 
the long-scheduled visit of Prime 
Minister Nehru of India.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. — The 


nation's 21 Republican governors 
petitioned President Eisenhower to 
run for re-election and spent the 
rest of the day explaining it just 
hadn't occurred to them to include 
Vice-President Richard M. Nixon 
in their pleadings. 


No doubt the explanation is true 


of some of the signers. But it is 
definitely established from a re- 
sponsible reporter's conversation 
with Governor Fred Hall of Kan- 
sas, author of" the petition, that 
Nixon's name was omitted by de- 
sign. 


The reporter went over the pe- 


tition's history with Governor Hall 
shortly after it was anncunced. 
Hall explained it had been sug- 
gested to him by - a reporter's 
questions last Friday. The Kansan 
said he made a draft over the 
week-end and began passing it 
around. 


Hall volunteered the statement 


that one of the GOP governors 
quickly said, "for God's sake, 
keep Nixon's name off of it." The 
Kansan did not identify that gov- 
ernor. There is no doubt, however, 
that there are several governors, 
if not more, who regard Nixon's 
value to the Eisenhower ticket as 
questionable.

Th at 
speaks well for th e corn. 
M oisture 
arriving 
th ere concurrently with th e probing deep roots 
m eans precious crop strength against possible 
later dry periods. 
N ature serves its own convenience and h as 
never joined th e federal farm program . 
But 
presently its convenience and m an's need are 
travelling ab reast and th at is about th e best 
news th at can be voiced in th is great 
agri­ 
cultural region. 
We are h appy to relay it.

shooting at sage brush. The signs 
made excellent targets.

Nowadays, Highway 50 is a wide, 


well-engineered road that sweeps 
across the state through mile aft- 
er mile of sagebrush. Mostly at a 
cooler elevation of about 7000 feet. 


You pick up 50 at Carson City, 


Nevada 
5L,id follow it generally 


along the Carson River. The old 
gold route to California. 


The Forty-niners wore a deep 


path through the desert along here. 
And with a jeep and plenty of wa- 
ter you can take off and find the 
wagons that broke down on the 
40-mile desert. 


The gold route followed High- 


way 40 along the Humboldt until 
it came to the flat alkali flats and 
marshes of the Humboldt sink.

"This was the tug-of-war," my 


great-grandfather 
wrote whtn he 


crossed here in 1850. "The 40-mile 
desert between Humboldt lake and 
Carson river wh'-11 is a literal des- 
ert, sure enou; 
It took us two 


days to cross . . 


"Part of this desert is as level 


as a floor and nothing grows on 
it for it is white salt and alkali. 
Many of the gold hunters threw 
away carpenter and 'blacksmith 
tools, trunks and anything else 
they could spare. 


"I counted 1120 dead cattle, 330 
ad horses, (7 dead mule*, two 


dead jacks aad « jin»y ail inside 
the 40 miles. For just about all the 
weak stock gave «ut and died 
here." 


"Water was hauled back on this 


sand desert from the Carson riv- 
er," said grandpa. "It sold for A 
DOLLAR A GALLON! 


"But accidentally a man dis- 


covered a sink hole half a mile 
south of the main road, and in it 
half way downhill on the north 
side, a spring of good pure water 
gushed out and there was a'drop 
on water and the trust busted." 


Grandpa was against trusts ant 


was constantly mad at the rail 
roads. The discovery of water in 
the desert and the discomfiture o 
the water haulers gave him prim 
evidence that Providence and he 
were on the same side. 


Highway 50 has changed a good 


deal smce I drove it with the steam- 
ing Model-T. (This year's Ford 
didn't even let off a little iteam 
of nostalgia.)' 


The road at that'time'Was-des- 


ert sand. And the constant wind 
that sweeps the long Nevada plains 
gave it a rippled washboard effect. 


It took a hardy car to survive 


it. (And hardy young men. I was 
very hardy in those days and 
still am. I just don't care to push 
my luck so far what with the way 
I see all my friends changing, not 
taking care of themselves.) 


The mining camp roads forked 


off at intervals without a sign to 
show you which one to take. It 
was a matter of guessing or flip- 
ping a coin. 


But there is no chance of getting 


iff today's road. Marked signs. 
Measured, graded and paved,, 


Strangrly enough, everybody ctill 


hang* m desert waterbag on their 
car. Though the chanoes of getting 
caught Mit practically don't exist. 
I had been thinking this was a 
foolish thing. 


But when I left Fallen and took 


a look at those miles and miles 
of nothing, I stopped and bought 
one and hung it on a rear bumper. 
Didn't take a single drink out oi 
it. But sximehow it felt better.

Bond Defeats Compare Only With 1952 
Margins Of 
3 Differ

•On only one other occasion in re- 


cent years has a bond issue simi 
l i a r to those presented Tuesday 
be^ti defeated by such a large ma- 
jority as was the case in the elec- 
tion just completed.

special election by a count of 3,125 


- for and 8,222 against, a little better 


than a 2Vs to 1 drubbing. 


In each of nine other elections 


since 1939, with one exception, the 
voters approved one or more prop- 
ositions for a bond issue. 


The exception was in 1945 when 


a proposed $2,975,000 bond issue 
was' downed by a count of 4,356 for 
anfi 8,991 against. This, however, 
was a package deal whare voters 
had only one vote yes or no to a 
total of 14 projects. 


In 1948, aa April 13 special elec- 


tion saw the voters approve a 
S150.000 sanitary s^er bond pro- 
posal by a vote of 17,925 to 6,906. 
At the same time, a proposal for

World War I veterans—even those 
who are not disabled. 


The 364-51 roll call vote came in 


a topsy-turvy session that saw the 
House decide at one point to kill 
the bill.

In addition to increasing the pen- 


sions of veterans who are rated 
permanently and totally disabled, 
the bill would provide $90-a-month 
pensions for all World War I vet- 
erans at age 65 who come within 
specified income limits. 


Parliamentary Maneuver

fsra+fi Disfricf Attorney 
Observes Nebraska Methods

An Israeli dutrict attorney, who 


it in Lincoln to observe prosecu- 
tion and judicial procedures, com- 
mented Wednesday that he found 
many points of similarity between 
Nebraska procedures and those of 
his country. 


Ezra M. Hedaya, District Attor- 


ney of the Ministry of Justice for 
Jerusalem and the southern dis- 
tricts of Israel, observed the or- 
ganization and work of the Lan- 
caster County Attorney's office. 


Later, he talked with County At- 


torney Elmer Scheele and visited 
the municipal court, police station 
and various penal institutions in 
Lincoln. 


Hedaya is observing federal, 


state, and local, prosecution prac- 
tices and procedures in this country 
under a four-month grant of the 
International Co-operation Admin- 
istration. 


Prosecution by information in 


Nebraska is the same as in Israel, 
Hedaya said. "We have the same 
preliminary inquiry by an inferior 
court preparatory to prosecution 
by information." 


Hedaya commented that Nebras- 


ka was the first state he has visit- 
ed that does not have the grand 
jury procedure of indictment, not- 
ing that the grand jury system 
"seemed so fundamental" 
f o r 


every other state he has visited. 


Israel does not have trial by 


jury and its judges and prosecut- 
ing attorneys are appointed, not 
elected as in Nebraska. 


In Israel trial courts, the judge 


tries both the law and fact, ac- 
cording to the visitor. "In more 
serious felonies, such as murder, 
the case may be tried before three 
judges. A three- judge bench in such 
cases i* the decision of the pre- 
siding judge." 


Asked if Israel had considered 


the jury system, Hedaya replied, 
"We feel more secure in trial be- 
fore judges, who by self-discipline 


and training are more mble to sep- 
arate facts from the irrelevant." 


He said Israeli legal circles are 


skeptical of juries, which in theory 
at l e a s t ; can be more easily 
swayed by argument and "mat- 
ters of the heart." 


"Of course, your attorneys feel 


that 12 laymen, though they may 
make mistakes, are fundamental 
to your justice," he added, ex- 
plaining his country had never ex- 
perienced the jury system. 


Prosecuting attorneys in Israel 


are appointed by the Minister of 
Justice, who is a cabinet officer 
Judges are appointed under a spe- 
cial law dealing with qualifications 
and other matters, Hedaya said.
